{ubſtances of earth and water were eternally reſident, that 
the creator might create or forme by his infinite wiſedome 
out of thoſe dead ſubſtances, all variety of ſenſible livin 
creatures in his own time, for the ſetting forth of his viſible 

lory to eternity, Again, I declare by Revelation from the 

oly ſpirit, that the earth and the water were both darke 
ſubſtances, having no light or ſenſible life at all in thera,but 
the perſon of the creator was infinitely full of all glorious 
light and ſenſible life to himſelfe, both within and withour. 
Thus it is clear there was death from eternity, only it was 
not in a ſenſible forme, as well as there was ſenſible life, 
light, and glory, in forme from eternity, Againe, eternall 
lite or God, was a ſubſtantiall form from eternity, but eter- 
nall death or darkneſs of earth and water was ſubſtance 
without torme, voyd of all ſpirit or life, ſo that life orſpirie 
-only is all ſubſtantiall forme, and death or darkneGenly, i 
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All ſubſtance without forme ; ſo that life and death from e- 
eternity are not bare words, as blind hypocrites imagine, but 
the inviſible creator of all life or ſpirits, was a God of a 
glorious ſubſtance, a ſpirituall body , inthe forme or like- 
neſs of a man from all eternity. Againe, I declare from the

' rogative power of his Godhead, Wherefore I declare by 
vertue of my Commiſſion from the only wiſe God and ever- 
laſting Father, the man Jeſus in-glory, thar all thoſe that

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God and cternall Father, -:4 aloneiSaviour of all 
that were to be ſaved, and that there was no ſal- 
vation to mankinde , bur thus ſpiritually cating of 
his fleſh, and drigking of his blood , except they 
did thus -owne his perlon, to be their Lord and on- 
ly Saviour, they muſt all dye in their fins,and periſh 
roall eternity, becauſe there is nothing but the pre- 
cious bloud of a God, can poſlibly cleaafe the ſpirir 
of man from the power of {in ; therefore if the very 
Godhead had not dicd ; thar is, if the very ſoule of 
Chriſt (which 1s the eternall Fathier) had not died 
in the body, or with the body, to quietor ſatisfic 
the cry of the guilt of fin in mens ſpirits, all men 
would have periſht to eternity ; becauſe the ſpirit 
of unclean.reaſon the Devill in man, whoſe nature 
is all fin, did raigne in the very-bodies of the Ele, 
as their Lord and King', and they were free from 
the pawer of righteoulneſs,untill che precious bloud 
of a God, by the Holy Spirit of ftath, was ſprinkled 
in their conſciences, that-by the pure life of. ſpiritu- 
all love to God and man, they might break the Ser 
pents head of ſinne, of raining any longer in them:

and they unſeparably , both Father and Son in one 
perſon, did aſcend together , into that immortall 
glory that they poſleſt together from all eternity, 
and ſo. they now 4njoy it #paine, inonetranſcen- 
dent glorious perſon, bort#GodEnd man'to all eter- 
nity.

Father, who was that Father that he 
ſpake ſo much of when he was in mortality, where 
he ſayd, my God, my God, why haſt thou torſaken 
me? and Father into thy handsI commend my ſpi- 
rit, and ſuch like ; © to thisI anſwer, by Revelation 
from the Holy Spirit , that Eliah ſpoken of inthe 
Law, that was taken up bodily by a whirlwind in- 
to Heaven, where the likeneſle of a Chariot and 
Horſes of fire appeared to Eliſha ar his departure : 
I fay from the Lord,that the body or perſon of that 
Eliah was taken up and glorified 1n the Heavens by 
the Creator for that very purpoſe that he might 
repreſent the perſon of God the Father for that - 
time or ſeaſon, whilſt God the Father went that 
journey in fleſh as aforeſayd : Againe, it is written 
he ſhall give his Angels charge over thee; thoſe -. 
Angels were Moſes and Eliah, who being both glo- 
rified,they did both repreſent the Perſon of the Fa- 
ther; in the Heavens above the Stars,as they did re- 
preſent the Perſon 'of the Son and of the Father, 
when they were in carth beneath the Stars ; when 
Moſes was upon this carth he repreſented the Per- 
ſon of God the Son that Lamb Jeſus, that was then 
to come 1n fleſh ; in theſe Fg » firſt Moſes was 
called the meekeſt man upon the face of rne earth, 
Again , he wasa great Type of Chriſt in this, in 
offcring up t:imltiteto be blotted out of the Book 
of Life for the ſalvation of Iſrael ; as the Lord Je- 
fas became a curſe for his cte& Iſrac), likewiſe 5d 
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ſes was a great ſufferer at the hands of Iſrael with 


much patience; as the Lord Jeſus ſuffered with all 
patience atthe hands of his own People or Nation : 
Again,  foſes was made an Angell of the Covenant 
of the Law unto all Iſrael, as the Lord Jeſus 
was made or became an Angell of . the Cove- 
nant of Grace or the Goſpell unto all the e- 
le& Iſrael ; ſo that whoſoever defpiſed the Law 
of Moſes, was to dye a naturall death without mer- 
cy ; asa Type of the eternall death of all thoſethar 
deſpiſe the Grace or Goſpel of Jeſus ; and in this 
he was a great Type of the Lord Jeſus, when he 
ſayd, Goa ſhould raiſe up a Prophet unto you like 
unto me, him ſhall you hear : much more might 
be ſpoken of Afoſes repreſenting of the Perlon of 
God the Son, but I ſuppoſe it 1s ſufficient for any 
moderate man : Again, when Elias was in this 
World,he did repreſent the Perſon of God the Fa- 
ther; in theſe things, firſt in a God-like maner by 
commanding fire to come down from Heaven to 
deſtroy his enemies, and it was ſo again by hiscom- 
manding like unto a God all the Pricfts of Baal, 
that were the Nationall falſe Prieſts to be put to 
death, for drawing the hearts of Iſracl! from. wor- 
ſhiping of the true God,. and that was a Type of 
| the eternall periſhing of all the Nationall Prieſts 
of Baal in the World at thistime , who are Mini- 
fters of the letter only, but call themſelves Mini- 
ers of the ſpirir, and yer the Lord, Jeſus ſent them 
not: Theſe are thoſe croaking Frogs that.keep the 
people in darkneſs , unto whom: 2 people give 
their ftlver for nought, . Again, Elas by hisasking _ 
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of Eliſhs in a God-like manner, what he ſhould do 
for him before he was taken up from him, with his 
granting of Zl:ſba a double portion of his ſpirit , if 
Eliſha ſaw his departure from him. Againe, El:ah 
ſpake in the Authority of the Father, when he told 
King eAbab to his face, that it was hee, and his Fa- 
thers houſe rhat were the troubles of Iſrael, by their 
departing from che living God, with more ſuch 
like a&tings of his, after a God-like manner, ſhew- 
ing clcarciy his repreſenting the perſon of God the 
Faih-r, wacn he was upon this earth ; which was 
but a Typ: of his reprelenting the perſon of Gad the 
Farhcr in che Heavens afrerwards; bur ſome may 
ſay, it f. ems very ſtrange, the Lord having ſo man 
lorious Angels in his preſence, that he ſhould paſs 
them by, and take upa morrall man, or a ſinner in- 
to that exceeding glory, of the repreſenting ofthe 
perſon of God the Farther, as beforeſaid.: ro this I 
anſwer from the Holy Spirit; all the Counſels of 
my God the man Jeſus are quue contrary to mans 
uiclean reaſon; yea, and contrary to the pure rea- 
ſon of the holy Angels alſo, that Godolone may 
have all the glory,of the revelation of his unſearch- 
able Counſelsof wiſedome from his Ele& men and 
Angels. Azaine, I declare by revelation from the- 
Holy Spirit, that the man Adam in his Creation, 
was of the very nature or ſpirit of faith, with all 
divine vertues of pure love, patience, meekneſs,and 
ſuch like ſpiricuall vertucs in his ſpiric or perſon, 
which were the very ſame divine verrues thae lived 
in the Spirit or perſon of God his Creator ; onely

of the man Adam had been ſpirituall in his creation, 
as his ſpirit was, then there would have been no 
difference between the perſon of the Creator, and 
the perſon of the creature : Thus the man Adam 
was made like unto God, a pure naturall perſon, of 
all righteouſneſſe in mortality , like unto the ſpirt

, Adaine, itis written, the firſt {dam of the Earth 
earthly.; the ſecond Adam, the Lord from Heaven 
heavenly : thus you that fee by that ſingle Eye of 
Faith, you may know, that God became fleſh or a 
man, as well as Adam, who was called the Image 


- of God becauſe God was a ſpirituall man from e- 


tetnity,; as abundantly beforcſaid : Now you muſk 
underſtand the reaſon why Jeſus the only God was 
called the ſecond Adam was this; becaule the body 
or perſon of the Lord Jeſus was a pure naturall bo- 
dy. of a|:;righteouſneſle in mortality , juſt like unto 
the;bogy or perſonof:the firik Adam before his falls 
only Chriſt the fecond Azz had the ſpirit of faith 
in hit above meaſure, and rhe firſk Adam had the

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ſpitit of faith in him by meaſure, as before faid : a- _ 
gain, the ſecond Adam differed from the firft 44am 

in this, he being made a man of ſorrows, but the firſt 
Adam knew no {orrowes before his fall ; and why 
did he become a man of ſorrows? it was to redeem 
- the ele feed of the Spirit of faith overcome in his 
image the firft Adam, by the reprobate Angel-Ser- 
pent, as beforelaid, Againe, as for the natures or 
{pirirs of the holy Angels in their Creation, they 
were pure Reaſon,” quite contrary to the nature or 
ſpiric of taith in God their Creator ; onely in their 
bodies or perſons they were ſpirituall or ſwift of 
motion, like unto the {pirituall perſon of God their 
Creator : bur if the narure'or ſpirir of the holy An- 
gels had beene of the ſpirit of pure faith , as they 
were of pure Reaſon, then there would have beene 
no difference between the perſon of God their Cre- 
ator , and the perſons of the holy Angels in their 
Creation , who are but creatutes as well as men; 
wherefore nor the holy Angels, for they are not of 
the nature of God, as it is written, he tooke not upox 
him the nature of Angels, but the ſeed of Abraham : but 
Elixs as before ſaid by the ſecrex wiſedome and 
counſell, and love of God unto man, above Angels, 
was exalted upon the throne of glory for a moment, 
to repreſent the perlon of God the Father, and hee 
was made the prote&or of my God, when God be- 
came a childe; and ir was. Elzas by vertue of his 
Commaitfion, as a faithfull ſpirituall Steward upon 
the throne of glory, thar filled the Lord'Jeſus with 
thoſe grear Revelations of his former glory, rhat he 
poſt in the Heavens, when he was the immortall 
PERIL Rn 7 Father ; 
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Father; and it was Elias that fpake thoſe words 
from Heaven ſaying, this is my beloved Son, in whom 1 
am well pleaſed; heare him againe when Chriſt was 
transfigured upon the Mount, that his garment glit- 
rered with the glory of his transfiguration: it was 
the viſible glorious appearance of the perſons of 
Moſes and Els talking with him, that were the in- 
trumentall Commiſhoners of that viſible glory of 
the Lord Jeſus unto his Diſciples, who ſaid, Maſter, 
it is good for ws to be here: for that glory was ſo great, 
. that they would have been building of Tabernacles 
for a continuance in it. Againe, I declare from the 
Lord, that Elias by vertue of his Commiſion did fill 
cle& menand Angels alſo with Revelation, to keep 
them in obedience, untill the Lord Jeſus was upon 
the Throne of his glory againe ; ſo that when the 
Lord Jeſus (who was an avſolute creature) cried in 


his agony-unto his Father, and when heprayed un- 
to his Father, that that Cup might paſſe from him, 
if it were poſſible z ir being a dreadtull Cup forhis 
innocent flcſh and bloud to drinke, he being as ſenſi- 
ble of wap 1n his body, as weeare in our bodies ; 


Mend when he cryed out, ſaying, ny God, my God, uby 
baſt thou forſaken me 2 and Father into thy bands I com- 
 mendmy ſpirit : Ifay againe from the Lord, that E- 
l:as by Commiſhon from this man Jeſus, was that 
Father rhat hexthus crycd unto.in his mortality, E- 
tas > ing theninglory; and the chiefe ground of 
all thoſe ations, and ſuffcrings, and cryings out of 
_ the Lord Jeſus in the condition of a creature, untoa 
Father or a Creator, was to fulfill the Scri 


 4oretold by his Prophers in the crime of che pan : 
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therefore he ſaid , Heaven aud Earth ſhall paſſe away, 
but my word ſhall wot paſſe away : againe, but you may 
ſay unto me, did God the third day riſe from the 
dead by his owne power, or by the power of his De- 
puty El/as 4 to which I anſwer, he by his owne de- 
cree, and ſpirituall compa@t with Elzas, and by that 
ſpirit of faith in his innocent body,the which faich 
died in his pure body , and quickened immediatly 
and brought forth at the appointed time, that na- 
turall innocent body out of the grave a pure; piritu- 
all body , which naturally (at the time appointed) 
aſ-endediinto glory; for it was impoſſible for God 
by death to be held in the grave ; becauſe his per- 
ſon being pure, his pure ſpirit and death could not 
remaine together, becaule there was no ſympathy

aine, the reaſon why mens bodies in death, or 
after death, do rot or ſtink in the grave, and come

whereby death had full power as Lord and Kin 
to keep the ſpirirs and bodies in the duſt, untill the

Thus unto you that have faith inthe Lord Jeſus, 
it is not ſtrange, that E/;as ſhould repreſent the per- 
ſon of God the Father, untill the Lord Jeſus aſcen- 
ded into the right hand of all power and glory of his 
Father El againe : then when Jeſus was fer down 

in the Tarone of the glory of the Father againe, E- 
liz thenasa glorified creature, did return all praiſe 
and glory.unto the Lord Jeſus his Creator : ſo that 
now-1rt is the Lord Jeſus alone, by his holy ſpirir, 
that revealcth all ſpirituall and heavenly wiſedome 
t0;clet men and Angels; '£1:45 having now with cx-

worſhip taught by them, whether inviſible,or viſible 
ro the people, itis all alye, andan abomination un- 
to the Lord ; both the Miniſtry and their worſhip 
are as acceptable unto my God, the man Jeſus thac 
ſent me, as the cutting off of a dogs neck, Now un- 
to you that diſcern truth from the'Lord, Iſhal give 
you light into this truth : firſt I declare, that all the 
true Commifhonared Prophets of the Lord, in the 
time of the Law, from Aoſes unto Fobz rhe Baptiſt, 
with all the true commiſſionared Apoſtles and Mi- 
niſters of the Lord Jeſus, in the Goſpel, they had e- 
very one of them in their Commiſhon a power gi- 
ver them, to ſer lite and death before men, or to 
declare blefling or curſing unto men, which is all 
one, according to their adminiſtrations received 
from the Lord.

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824 theſe three agree in ene. Again, I declare from the 
Holy Spirit,that thoſe three in earth are the Lords 
three diſpenſations given to his Prophets or Meſſen- 

ers beforcſaid ; the water was the Commiſfions of 
Moſes, and the Prophets under the Law; the bloud 
was the Commiſſion of the Apoſtles, and thoſe 
Miniſters of theGoſpel choſen by appointment from 
the Lord ; the ſpirit, which is the third and laft 
witnefſe, by Commiſhon from the Lord, are thoſe 
two witneſſes ſpoken of in the Revelation , prophe- 
fied of by Fohz the beloved Diſciple of J-tus, that 
were tO come in the laſt age, ' whoſe Mcſſage, or 
Miniſtry, or Propheſic, is all inviſivle and ſpirituall, 
cutting off or condemning all ficihiy torma!l wor- 
ſhipping of an inviſible ſpiricuali pcrſonal! God,rta- 
ken up by vaine glorious men from the Letter of 
the Scripture , which were the Prophets and Apo-

becauſe | am the etogp of the Holy inviſible

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cord in Heaven before ſaid ; the meaning of thoſe 
words is this, God from Heaven , in a three fold 
name or title beare wirnefle by ſignes and wonders, 
unto. kis three Commiſſioners, - acording rotheir 
ſevcrall adminiſtrations given unto them, unto 20- 
ſes, and the Prophets; this perſonall God bare wit- 
neſfe in the name or title of the Father ; unto the 
holy Apoſtles God bare witneſle, in the name or ti- 
tle of the Son ; and unto us his third laſk Meſſen- 
ers, God beareth witneſle, in the name or tie of 
the Holy Spirit, becauſe our Commiſſion is all

unto'eternall dearh, as many doe bcare witnefle, 
whoſe eyes are opened at this day in Exglazd,in this 
great City of Lozdon. Againe, this 1s a true teſtt- 
mony unto you thar have faith in the Lord Jeſus, 
that he hath ſent us by his Holy Spirit, becauſe 
there is none upon this carth that beareth witneſſe 
unto that man Jeſus that was crucified at 
Jeruſalem, to be the only God and everlaſting Fa- 
ther, but we only; as Moſeg,, the Prophets and the 
Apoflles bare witneſle in their times unto this)eſus, 
to be the only God,and alone erernall Father:but on :

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the contrary , there is hardly a Miniſter in the 
world that confeſſeth an inviſible God , bur they 
preach unte the people either a God of two Perſons, 
or a God of three Perſons, that is a monſter, inſtead 
ok one true perſonall God; or elſe they geach the 
People to worſhip an infinice ſpirit , that is every 
where, without a Body or Perſon; bur he 1s faine

or an infinite nothing,that never can be'comprehen- 
ded nor apprehended in 'the leaft by any formed 
creature, a curſed lying immaginary God from 

| linde reaſon, which occaſio- 
neth all kind of bloud and cruclty to be committed 
in this wicked world-between man and man; for 
if men 'underſteod-indeed, that there is but one ane- 
ly wiſe God, and that this God is a diftin& body or 
perſon, as a man is a diftin& body or perſon, then 
would men underſtand, that all thoſe that are led 
by the voice of the Holy Spirit of God, the man Je- 
ſus,-to work righteouſnefle in theig bodies, they li- 
ved in:, they onely ſhall appeare with bodies of all 
righteouſneſſe, like unto their God the man Jeſus, 
viſibly to behold face to face the glorious body of 
the Godofall righteouſneſle for everlaſting world 
without end, 

Thus iris cleare to the'underftanding of all thoſe 
that are appointed to know the true'God, the man 
Jefus-unto life eternall., that-there is no-true Mini- 
Airy in the world:, becauſe they teach not-vhe true 
'God 'umto the;people3"therefore as it is written, 
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muſt needs both fall into the Ditch, Oh ! it is an e- 
ternal Ditch : Theſe are thoſe Merchants of the let- 
rer of the Scripture , that make the blind Nations 
eheir prey; theſe are. thole ravening Wolves that 
come in ſheeps cloathing ; theſe are ghoſe dumb 
Dogs in ſpirituall things, that bark at true Prophe- 
cy and heavenly revelation that a man declares b 

Commiſſton from tie Lord Jeſus; thefe are thoſe 
thac the Apoſtle Paul complained on in his time 
thatbewitched the people to rurne from the fpiritu- 
all Goſpel to the legall form, who began by the A- 
poſtle 1n the ſpirit , but were deluded by falle Hy- 
pocrites to be made perfe& in the fleſh ; theſe are 
of thoſe Hypocrites that were in Chriſts time, who 
under pretence of long Prayers dEvoure widdows 
houſes ; thefe are thoſe Hypocrirtes that are always 
teaching of God what he ſhould do for his own glo- 
ry, when indeed it is their own glory (in luſting af- 
ter things that periſh they ) they defire, when they 
thus pray, or preach, or prate ; theſe are thoſe 
bloudy Hypocrires, and workers of iniquity , that 
the Lord Jeſus will never owne , becauſe he never 
ſent them, * OE 


Holy Spirit , that there 1s no Magiſtrate 
in this world, that beares the name of a 
Chriſtian, that hath any Authority or Commiſhon 
from the Lord Jefus to ſet up any viſible forme of 
Worſhip whatſoever, to compell the ſpirits or con- 
{ciences of men ro bow down to his Image, that he 
hath ſer up fos his own glory, becauſecver ws io 
"PS: Or 
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Lord Jcſas aſcended into hisglory, he atone is the 
Teacher of all his cle& by his Holy Spirit; ir 1s 
truth in the time of the Law, before God became 
fleſh, there were many Magiſtrates and Prieſts, 
commiſſionated from the Lord, roſct up, and to de- 
clare the true worſhip of God unto all Iſracl, and 
it was death by the command of the Lord , if the 
people diſpiſed to yield obedience unto it, becauſe ir 
was the Lords. worſhip, and not. mans worſhip, 
ſet up from his owne lying immagation , that 
would be a God , but hee is a Devill ; for his 
creating of a Worſhip to deceive the people with- 
out a Commiſhon from the Lord, and by taking 
rhe prerogative power and glory of God to him- 
ſelfe, whe will not give his glory toanother, as it is 
written ; therefore in the Revdlation, the Dragon 
there ſpoken of , is theimmagination of the beaſt,

therefore it is written, and all that dwell upon the Earth 
all worſhip him whoſe names are not written in ths Book 
of life,of the Lamb jlain from the foundation of the world : 
that is, all Reprobates, both rich and poore, ſhall 
bow down unto that falſe , Idolatrous worſhip, fer 
up by Heathen Magiſtrates, and their Heathen falſe 
' Prophets, the National Pricſts, who call themſelvs 
Chrifiian Magiſtrates, and Chriſtian Miniſters,and 
hy | Arc 
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blindly called ſo by the peoplealſo; and yetbothof 
theſe Devils together perſecute with the ſword of 
ſteele all ſpirituall Chriſtians under the name or 
title of Blaiſphemers, Seducers, Herefie, Deceivers 
of the people, and ſuch like ; becauſe the ſpiritual 
Chriſtian cannot bow downunto that carnall Antt- 
chriſtian formall worſhip, ſet up by thofe carnall 
Magiſtrates, and their carnall Miniſters bcforeſaid, 
who being both lovers of the glory of this world,

is that giving her owne bloud to drinke, who

a Magiſtrate could beefound, it would bee a rare 
thing. Againe, I declare trom the Holy Spirit, al- 
though the Magiſtrate be but a heathen Ruler,ashe 
i»; wherefore Chriſt ſaid of this Magiſtrate unto 
his Apoſtles , the Kings or Princes of the Gentiles 
exerciſe Lordſhip over them,and they that exerciſe 
Authority upon them, are called BenefaQors, but ye 
ſhall not be {o ; but he that 1s | Ns among you, 
lethim be as the younger : yet1 ſay from the Lord, 
the Magiſtrate beareth not the Sword in vaine, but 
he is a type of the true ſpiritual! Magiſtrate , that 
cando nothing but equall Juſtice berweene the juſt 
and the unjuſt the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Wherefore 
all men ought to yield obedience to che civill Laws 
of the a epEg either by executing of his Lawes, 
or patiently by bearing the curſe ofthe Law upon 
their own perſons, leaving all vengeance unto God, 
ar elſethey rebell againſt God, and they are in dan- 
ger of an eternall curſe , becauſe the government of 
this world and the glory thereof belongs onely unto 
the wiſe and prudent heathen Magikrarcs , =

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Earth, who are the very fons of Xa:ze, that old Sex- 
-nt Dragon Devill,that ſlew his rightcous Brother 
Abel, 'that he and his Seed that are of his own ſpi- 
rit, might be the Lords and Rulers of this world tor 
ever; becaule Kaze thought, and his dark Angels 
thinks that there is no world at all, but this onely ;.

unto them : wherefore unto you, whoſe bodies are 
the temples of the Holy Ghoſt ; from the Lord Je- 
ſus, I ſhall declare unto-you the truth of this ſecret;

or ſoule that underſtands the words of a fpirit : a- 
gain, it is written, 772 the day thou eateſt thereof thou ſhalt 
dye the death : that is, if thou through diſobedience 
to my command, doſt forfeit the. image of thy Cre- 
ation. ,. then thou ſhalt ce morrality or death with- 
in. thy owne body, both ſpirituall and naturall,and 
the feare of eternal Jeach alſo. Thus ir is clear to - 
you that believe in the Lord Jeſus, that the ſpirit of

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wheat doth abſolutely dye withinirs body, then by 


' the decree of God, it quickens-out of death unto a 


new life immediately, and /briags forth a glorious 
Reſurre&ion in.due ſeaſon, of many bodies inthe 
ſame forme, like unto that which died, of the very 
ſame nature : Thus it 15.by the decree of the Lord 
Jeſus, with the naturall ſpirits of alt the Ele ; firſt 
they arc dead-in {tns and ,Treſpaſles ,. before they 
are capable by the ſpirit or Truth-to live in'righte- 
oulſnefle ; {o likewile the ſpirits of-men and women 
muſt bee abſolutely dead, when they fall afleepe in 
the duſt, orelfe they were never capable to-riſe a- 
gain, neither in glory nor inſhame 7 ſo tharby the 


decree of.God, all life, both ſpirituall and naturall, 


muſt firſt enter into death, that through deach,orin 
death,they may quicken a new life of a glorious in- 
creaſe, both ſpirituall and naturall ; ſo that. death 
in its place is as uſcfull for the. Creators raifing of 
glory to himſelie as life is in irs place ; this/proves 

ethe truth of theſe Scriptures,he poured out his ſoule unto 

death: again, the ſoul that fins ſhall dye : again, be cryed 
with a loud Voyce, and gave up the ghoſt : againe, in the 

day thou eateſt thereof, thou ſhalt dyethe death : again, bu * 
ſoule was made an offering for fin: againe , he was put to 
death in the fleſh, and quickened tn the ſpirit, I know 
L have written enough to ſatisfie (in the proote of: 
this truth) all ſpirituall Chriſtians. - 


NAY. --1 Gain, it is written, and thofe that ſteep in 

Jeſus fball riſe firft : that is, thoſe that fell 
_ in the believing of the viſible 
glorious perſonot' the Lord Jeſus 
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in the clouds 'of Heavcn in power and great 
their bo:.ics ſhali bee raiſed firl out ofthe 09s 
death , becauſe rhey were wred by faith unto'the 
pcrion of their Lord Jcſus,: who was the firſt that 
ever rolc from the dead by his owne power , who 
raiſcd life in death or outo: death; therefore hee 
was called the firlt fruits of the rclurreftion , or of 
life from death: againe, you thar ſee by faith may

| Toevery ſeed his owne body: that 1s as beforeſaid, that 
raine or body of wheat thet died, quickened a new 
Fife our of death, and brought forth in a glorious 
manner in due ſraſon,many bodies of the ſame form 
of that that dyed, and yet that body that dyed ap- 
peared nomore: ſo likewiſe it ſball be with all that 
dycdin the faith of Jclus, not the ſame bodies or 
perſons they lived in,and dycd in,ſhall appear again 
_ any mere., but thatſpirir of faith mixc with pure 
love, and all other ſpiriuall vertucs ,. chat were in 
their former bodies , by the which they dyed unto 
th:power of fin, and lived unto the power of righ- 
reouſncſſe ; that divine. ſeed of faith ſowed in the 
former body dyed with the firſt body, andimmedi- 
ately quickened a new life our of death by the de- 
cxee Of the Lord Jeſus ; for you know there is no 
time pow unto God, - nor unto them that are dead, 
end'fo broughe forth a ſpirituall body in irs*forme 
like unto-rhariin the duſt ; yea a body of pure righ-
